Small Political Riot Too. 
In addition to the three labor outbreaks 
there was also a small political riot in Pull- 
man which heiped largely to aggravate the 


condition of things and intensify the excite- 


ment. A primary election was held in the 
Sixth Precinct of the Thirty-fourth Ward for 
the selection of delegates to the State Sena- 
torial convention at Grand Crossing today. 
There were two tickets in the field, one the 
regular Republican ticket, with George W. 
Miller’s name at the head as the candidate 
for Senator, and thé other an American Rail- 
way Union ticket, flying the name of Frank 
G. Roby. Ald. O. W. Chadwick, as the cham- 
pion of the regular ticket, stationed himself 
at the polis to challenge illega! voters. Right 
away the friends of Roby wanted to put 
Nicholas Berkhoff torward as their challeng- 
ing representative. Ald. Chadwick objected 
to Berkhoff on the ground that he did not 
live in the district and had no right to be 
there. The election was held at the 
engine house. A crowd of _ strikers 
weartng white ribbons stood about 
the place. They were making angry 
demonstrations because, as they claimed, the 
Roby faction had only been given one repre- 
sentative on the board of judges and clerks. 
Therefore when Chadwick objected to their 
challenger they flew into a towering rage and 
precipitated a lively row. The police were 
called and Lieut. Bassett, with eight officers, 
dashed up from Kensington in the patrol 
wagon. Company F of the First Regiment 
was also sent on the double quick to the polls. 
The appearance of the police and military put 
an end to further trouble. The result of the 
vote at that precinct was 244 to 104 in favor 
of Roby. The delegates are Thomas J. Price, 
Peter A. Carlson, and L. P. Watson. 

Ed Herzog, the striker arrested by Lieut. 
Horton, is said to have been one of the ring- 
leaders of the riots of two weeks ago. When 
captured he was not only urging the women 
and children to assault Miss Coffman, but en- 
deavored to get up a following of the men to 
help him go against the soldiers.

RAVELIKE TRUE REDS 


DEBS’ FOLLOWERS GIVE VENT TO 
ANAROHISTIO VAPORINGS. 


Meeting at Ogden's Grove, They Denounce 
All Law and Its Ministers, Insult the 
President, and Hall “Bioeody Bridles” 
Waite and the Ex-Dictator as the True 
“Representatives of the People—Judges 
and Prosecuting Officers Denounced as 
the Tools of Corporations, 


Treason ran riot at Ogden's Grove last 
night. Two thousand men groaned and 
hissed at the mention of the names of the 
President of the United States and the Judges 
of the United States Court. Speeches that 
would have frightened Anarchists in secret 
meeting were cheered to the echo and the 
suggestion to everthrow the present system 
of government and organize a new one with 
laws superseding the vital principles of adju- 
dication and American tenets was earnestly 
approved. Gov. Waite of Colorado was de- 
scribed as the Grand Old Man who would 
lead the party to victory,” and ex-Dictator 
Debs was to be a standardbearer in the new 
party. 

An insolent letter addressed to the Presi- 
dent of the United States containing allega- 
tions and denunciations which would make a 
true American blush was indorsed with old 
time rebel yells, and the press was denounced 
as the organ of disturbance. 

The meeting at Ugden’s Grove was catled 
by Bill” Pomeroy and other leadors in the 
so-called new political movement, but it re- 
solved itself into an enthusiastic American 
Railway Union assembly with a political 
coloring. The cool night air did not affect 
the volatile spirits of the big crowd, men 
hissing, laughing. or groaningims they saw fit. 

Richard Powers of the Seamen’s Union was 
made Chairman and addressed the men on 
what he termed the vital issues to be con- 
sidered, He expressed wonder that they weré 
not surrounded by the militia as at the polls 
at Pullman. The imprisonment of Debs was 
described as the natural result of the 
action of a man who believed he was doing 
right and was honored by the laboring man 
for his position. He then poured forth a 
torrent of virulence and tirade against the 
press of Chicago, and shouts of ballot box 
answered his question of how to defeat capi- 
tal and the menopolist.

Waite for President. 


The following com mittee on resolutions was 
appointed by the Chairman, who looked over 
the audience of 2,000 people and called it 
10,000;

National Secretary Kidd of the Machine 
Woodworkers’ Union followed. He said:

We submit a 
reasonable case of conspiracy is made out in the 
ineontrovertiole facts concerning the persons eu- 
gaged in the prosecution of Eugene V. Debs and 
his associates.

present the charges, Mr. Edwin Walker, is the 
retained attorney for the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railway. His engagement as a 
pretended representative of the United States 
Government was heedless of the slightest regard 
for the necessity of impartial prosecution, and 
his presence in the grand jury room during in- 
quisition of the conspiracy case was, as you must 
know as a lawyer, a violation of the letter and 
spirit of the law, d without parallel in the 
history of the United States courts. 

The character of Judge Woods you thoroughly 
understand from his patronage of the ballot-box

had a personal interest. It is well known that 
Judge Grosscup was placed upon the bench at 
the solicitation of George M. Pullman as a re- 
turn for the latter's eontribution to the cam- 
paign fund by your predecessor in office, and his 
participation in proceedings to which Mr. Pull- 
man was a party is in contravention to every 
canon of honesty and decency. 

The character of Judge Seaman as a corpora-

Wo desire to point out that Messrs. Debs, Keli- 
her, Howard, and Rogers have been arrested, 
placed under increased bonds, and subjected to 
unusual humiliation by means of a process un- 
known to the Constitution of the United States 
and in direct violation of the fundamental prin- 
ciple of justice that every citizen shall be entitled 
to a trial by a jury of his peers when accused of 
offense against the law. It is purposed to punish 
these men at the instigation of corporation ras- 
cals without trial by jury merely on hearing by 
a court corrupted by association with 
the violent methods of the railway § cor- 
porations of Chicago. They are in jail 
for an alleged violation of an injunction 
directed against an offense for which punish- 
ment is provided under the statute.

We are aware that you have neither power nor 
inclination to interfere with the functions of the 
United States courts. But we are also aware 
that the initiative in the tyrannical proceedings 
just inaugurated was taken by the regular and 
special prosecuting officers of the government, 
and as American citizens we demand that the Ex- 
ecutive office shall withdraw countenance from 
the shameful attempt at that government by in- 
junction that Thomas Jefferson characterized as 
one of the greatest menaces of freedom in this 
republic. We ask a fair trial by a fair jury for 
Debs and the others, We demand that the prose- 
cution shall be conducted by the United States 
of America and not by the tools of interested 
corporations. By right we appeal to you to save 
the government its good name and the danger te 
its stability involved in its appearance in a con- 
certed movement to crush the workingmen of 
America, 

C. G. Dixon made a speech, dealing prin-

TO INVESTIGATE THE EXPLOSION. 


Ordnance Department Sends Capt. Birnie 
to Look Into the Conditions. 

Wasuineoron, D. C., July 20.—[Special. }]— 
The War Department is determined to in- 
vestigate the terrible caisson explosion by 
which four men were killed and twenty-three 
wounded in Chicago Monday last. For this 
purpose Capt. Rogers Birnie, on duty in the 
Ordnance Bureau of the War Department, re- 
ceived orders two days ago directing him 
to proceed to Chicago and enter upon this 
work. The instructions he received in this 
connection are from Gen. Flagler, Chief of 
the Bureau of Ordnance. This duty is not the 
ostensible purpose of his visit to Chicago, 
The War Department 1s inclined to be secre- 
tive, and his orders to investigate the caisson 


accident read as follows: 

By direction of the Secretary of War Capt. 
Rogers Birnie, Ordnance Department, will pro- 
ceed to Chicago and Fort Sheridan, III., for the 
purpose of making a technical examination of 
the field artillery ammunition, carriages. and 

uipments of the light batteries at those places 
under special instructions from Chief of Ord- 
nance. 

It will be seen that no mention is made of 
an investigation into the accident. Gen. 
Flagler, however, admitted that one of the 
objects of Capt. Birnie's visit to Chicago was 
to thoroughly inquire into the whole matter. 
Capt. Birnie, after examining the equipments 
of the light batteries, will be called upon for 
recommendations which have in view the 
prevention of such disasters in the future. 
The ordnance department is greatly puzzled 
as to the causes of the accident. The caisson 
is an air-tight box, and is nearly waterproof. 
It is locked except in time of need, and it is 
not plain how the powder could have been ex- 


ploded. 

Gen. Flagler said today that there was not 
the slightest clew as to how the accident oc- 
curred. He recalled a similar disaster which 
took place in the fall of 1861 in front of the 
White House by whichtwo men were killed 
and several wounded. It was never discov- 
ered how the explosion had been brought 
about, and it is the opinion of ordnance of- 
ficers that similar results will meet the in- 
vestigation which the ordnance department 
today put on foot. 

[Capt. Roger Birnie of the Ordnance Depart- 
mont of the army reported yesterday at (en. 
Miles headquarters. He has the reputation of 
being the best-posted officer on ordnance in the 
army, and his particular work is that of super- 
vising the manufacture of the heavy ammunition. 
He will go to Fort Sheridan today and attend the 
meetings of the board of officers appointed by 
Gen. Miles to investigate the caisson explosion. 
Since the explosion the daily maii of Gen. Miles 
and Col. Willitson contain a number of letters 
from cranks and other people, who give minute 
descriptions of how the accident occurred. 
Many of the writers profess to be intimately ac- 

nainted with plots to blow up the army. Others 

eclare that they know the explosion was the 
work of Anarchists. One individual, who de- 
clined to give his address, said that at the home 
of a prominent South Side gentleman Sunday 
night in the presence of a party of eight ladies 
and gentlemen one of the number related that 
during the day he had heard a negro say 
Monday there would be an explosion that would 
kill a number of the soldiers and their horses. 
The writer then gives a description of the negro.

During the morning a number of 
men who had got word that they were in- 
dicted sent word to Marshal Arnold, through 
their bondsmen, that they would come in 
voiuntarily. 

At 10 o’clock Mr. Milchrist gave out in- 
formation about a few ot the indictments. 


Those he made public were: 

J. J. Hannahan, indicted with Debs, Rogers, 
Keliher, and Howard for conspiracy to obstract 
the mails. The indictment alleges that. in pursu- 
ance of the conspiracy, Hannahan boarded the 
engine of a mail train on the Grand Trunk road 
and by threats attempted to induce the engineer 
to leave the engine and abandon the train. 

Edward O'Neill, W. E. Taylor, John Duffen, 
and William McMullen, charged with conspiracy 
to obstruct the mails. Tne indictment alleges 
that they assisted in the attack on the Diamond 
Special on the Illinois Central at Kensington, the 
night of June 30. 

Thomas Dwyer, indicted for conspiracy to ob- 
struct the mails. The specific charge against 
Dwyer is the burning of freight cars at Blue 
Isiand. 

Michael — 4 Indicted for conspiracy to ob- 
struct the mails. ughes is charg with inter- 
fering with trains on the Rock Island.

veral others who have not been arrested. They 
were alleged members of a gang at Riverdale 
which destroyed switches on the IIlinois Central 
and removed the wheels from handcars, render- 
ing them useless. Burke and Kennedy are pris- 
oners in the jail, having been unable to furnish 
bail at the time of their arrest. 

J. J. Hannahan was the first man to give 
bond. His case before Commissioner Hoyne 
was dismissed, aud at 11 o’ciock he was served 
with a bench warrant under the indictment. 
Hannahan immediately went to the offices of 
the Clerk of. the United States Circuit Court 
and gave $3,000 bail for trial. John Berg of 
No. 3935 Princeton avenue and Fred Oesterle 
of No. 5900 State street signed the bond. 
The former swore that he was possessed of 
$10,000 worth of real estate and the latter 
scheduled at $30,000. Gus Hodges was ar- 
rested before Hannahan. He was held in the 
Marshal's office while his friends looked for 
bail, In the afternoon they brought in 
Thomas Meluerney of No. 4635 Wallace 
street, who signed the bail bond for $2,500, 
releasing Hodges. 

While the clerks were bsuy making out 
bench warrants and sending them to the Mar- 
shal’s office eager auestioners sought District- 
Attorney Milchrist to find out something 
about the additional indictments against 
Debs. ‘The ex-dictator, Howard, Keliher, and 
Rogers, it is said, figure in five of the indict- 
ments. In one of them they are charged with 
conspiring with Hannahan. In another they 
are charged with conspiring to obstruct inter- 
State commerce, and in the other three they 
are joined as conspirators with other persons 
who committed lawiessacts. It isunderstood 
bail under the five new indictments has been 
fixed at $3,000 on each charge, making in 
all $25,000 bail which Debs and his cab- 
inet offloers will be required to give. 

It was late in the afternoon when the last 
bench warrant was written and sent to the 
Marshal’s office. Marshal Arnold sent out a 
few of the warrants but said he would not 
attempt to execute the most of them until 
this morning. A good many of the men he 
thought were ale to give bonds or were 
alreaay under bonds. If they were brought 
in after 5 o’clock they would have to go to 
jail uatil morning. 

It is asserted Debs and his associates will 
make a vigorous fight when arraigned Mon- 
day morning in the contempt proceedings. 
That is the understanding at the District 
Attorney’s office and preparations are making 
to meet any question Debs’ attorneys may 
raise. The information filed by the govern- 
ment contains copies of some telegrams sent 
by Debs. Yesterday chancery sub poenas were 
issued for E. M. Mulford, manager of the 
Western Union Telegraph company, and E. 
J. Lally, superintendent of the Postal Tele- 

raph company, to appear at the hearing next 

onday. They are required to bring with 
them the telegrams sent and received by Debs 
and the officers vf the American Railway 
Union after June 21. A subpcena was also 
issued for Alexander Shields of Hammond, 
Ind., to appear at the hearing as a witness for 
the government. Further subpoenas, it is un- 
derstood, will be issued today. It is not likely 
the contempt case will be finished before 
Tuesday if then. 


MARSHAL ARNOLD MUCH PERPLEXED, 


Afraid to Send to Jail Three Men He Can- 
not Admit to Bail. 

Judge Grosscup’s absence from the city 
yesterday caused Marshal Arnold much per- 
plexity of mind. Bert Cornell, Ed Rhodes. 
and Richard Lawrence, prisoners, were 
brought in during the morning from Chilli- 
cothe. They are employés of the Santa Fé 
charged before Judge Seaman with contempt 
of court. The writ directed the men be 
brought forthwith before the court, but there 
was to de no court until Monday. Marshal 
Arnold consulted with District-Attorney 
Milchrist. who said under the circum- 
stances it would be legal to send 
the men to the County Jail or to 
any other place in which they would be kept 
in safe custody until they can be brought be- 
fore a court. This view of the law did not 
please the Marshal, however, and he kept the 
men in his office. ‘* I don’t believe it is right.“ 
he said, to arrest men by such a process and 
I will serve no 
more contempt warrants until I know there 
is a Judge at hand to admit them to bail or 
make some other order in regard to them. 
Affidavits were filed by the Santa Fé yester- 
day morning containing the evidence by which 
it is proposed to convict Corneli, Rhodes, and 
Lawrence of contempt. Included in the 
charge is Ita Henderson, an employé who has 
not yet been arrested. Herman Behrens, 
a switchman at Chillicothe; L. G. Dens- 
more, a timekeeper; John Abbott, an 
engineer, aud W. B. Scott, a train- 
master, all swear that the four men tried 
to induce them by threats and by persuasion 
to leave the empioy of the road. Densmore 
said they followed him when he left the rail- 

oad yards and went up into the town and 
called him a scab.“ In addition the affidavit 
of Mrs. M. A. Tuthill, boarding-house keeper 
at Chillicothe, was filed alleging that the men 
asked her if she was boardmg men who had 
been hired by the road to take the places of 
the strikers. When they were told that she 
had im ber house a number of men sent there 
by the railroad the men said: “They are 
‘scabs,’ and you are the only person in this 
town who wouid sheiter them.” Then the 
strikers advised her to charge her new board 
ers $2 a day each, in order that the railroad 
company might get the worst of it.

NORDIOA ENTHUSIASTIOALLY Ar. 
PLAUDED AS ELSA AT BEYREUTH. 


Mer Debut in the First Presentation There

of Lohengrin Brilliantly fuccessful 
Wagner's Son Siegfried Praises Her 
Impersonation—Carlos Ezeta’s Admin- 
istration Said to Have Made Way with 
$10,000,000—Massacre Expected in 
Bluefields. 

Bayreuts, July 20.— [Special Cable 
to New Mork Tribune. ] For the first time 
in the history of the Wagner festivities Loh- 
engrin was sung here today. It was an en- 
tirely successful performance, except for one 
great disappointment, and may be counted 
among the finest ever given here. The results 
of the performance.today amply justified the 
months of labor which were spent 
in preparation. In spite of the famili- 
arity of the work it proved again a 
brilliant example of what the methods of the 
Bayreuth school can accomplish, Its princi- 
pal interest to the large number of Ameri- 
eans who are here, as well as those who 
give so large a share of the support to 
every festival, day in the appearance of 
Mme. Lillian Nordica as Elsa. Her perform- 
ance was the first artistic contribution that 
America has made for the success of these 
festivals, and her work today gave the Ameri- 
cans present every reason to be proud of her, 

Tue disappointment of the day was the fail- 
ure of Ernest Van Dyck to appear as Lohen- 
grin. His place was taken’ by Herr Ger- 
This substitution did 
not mar the performance, The ami- 
able young tenor consented to take the 
part at the last moment, and prevented a post- 
ponement of the performance. 

Van Dyck is announced to appear positively 
at the second performance. 

The characteristic feature of the perform. 
ance today was the manner in which every 
musical phrase was made to accord exactly 
with the dramatic action and thus afford 
a vivid iliustration of the poem, marred per- 
haps at times by an exaggeration of the 
„business formerly made familiar by the 
Meiningen players. The scene preceding the 
arrival of Lohengrin was startlingly realistic. 
The production was not so sumptuous as that 
of Paris—phliegmatic to enthusiasm, It 
is impossible to conceive that the 
erescendo effect could have been more beau- 


tifully rendered. Mme. Nordica’s success; 


surpassed the most sanguine expectations. 
She will sing the part at every performance, 
there being no understudy, as in the case of 
Kundry, Venus, Elizabeth, and the.other lead- 
ing woman ports. 

The costumes of the Tenth century afford 
little opportunity for magnificence. They 
were, in fact, strikingly simple in the case ot 
the chorus and supernumeraries, and histor- 
ical accuracy rather than splendor appeared to 
be the end in view. 

No native singer ever achieved a more pro- 
nounced triumph than did Mme. Nordica, 
the tirst foreign singer to appear in so im- 
portant a part as Elsa. Her performance was 
on the general lines already familiar 
in America, the principal difference 
noticeable today being in the artist’s changed 
surroundings and in certain parts of the music 
which were restored and elaborated, thus 
présenting the character exactly as Wagner 
conceived it. In appearance Mme. Nordica 
made an ideal Elsa. The acoustic properties 
of the theater are so nearly perfect there is 
no neceasity to force the voice for the sake ot 
dramatic effect. Nordica’s singmg at the 
climax of the third act aroused the most en- 
thusiasm.

EZETA SAID TO BE $10,000,000 SHORT. 


Searching Investigation Into His Affairs in 
San Salvador. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. |]

—A sort of Lexow investigation has been or- 
dered by Provisional President Gutierrez into 
the affairs of Carlos Ezeta’s administra- 
tion. A commission sits daily and has 
employed expert accountants to examine the 
books. Extensive défalcations have been dis- 


covered, it is announced, in the Departments 


of Finances, Public Works, and the Interior. 
The books of all these departments are in a 
bewildering condition. The defalcations, it is 
estimated, amount to more than $10,000,- 
00D. The commission has rarely been ableto 
secure vouchers for the amounts disbursed. 
High officials were in the habit of asking 
for money and giving no vouchers, often de- 
pleting the treasury of all ready cash. The 
government charges that Ezeta carried off 
important books and documents, and it is al- 
leged that some books were destroyed before 
his flight. Indictments will be lodged against 
inyplicated officials. The Gutierrez newspa- 
per organs say ex-President LEzeta, 
while bewailing in New York his 
poverty, does not mention that he 
paid the Captain of the steamship on which 
he escaped, leaving all his friends in the lurch, 
$47,000. He held the steamship thirty-nine 
days in expectation of flight at an estimated 
expense of $1,000 a day, meantime stocking 
the vessel, it is said, with eatabies, 
wines, and cigars, These charges are 
cited as evidence that Ezeta saw the 
revolution was likely. to result unfavorably 
forhim. It is averred that these charges 
will be formulated in an indictment, and that 
Ezeta will be tried in contumacium. His 
friends deny everything and aliege partisan 
malice, It is certain that the Gutierrez party 
i# anxious to injure Ezeta’s prestige.

After the Dervishes were driven 
from Kassala they were pursued by the Italian 
forces to the Albar River. Two large tribes sub- 
mitted to the Governor-General. The loss of the 
Italian allies was thirty killed and sixty 
wounded.

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HOT FIRE IN GOTHAM 


BURNS NINE BUILDINGS AND LEAVES 
SIXTEEN FAMILIES HOMELESS, 


Starting in a Hat Factory It Spreads So 
Rapidly That Nearly the Entire Depart- 
ment of the City Is Called OuteNar- 
row Call for an Orphan Asylum<Po- 
lice Commissioners Follow in Lexow’s 
Wake—Reorganization Is Proposed for 
the Ann Arbor Road. 

New York, July 20.— [Special.] — Ben ja- 
min Joachmowitz’s hat factory, No. 31 Boyd 
street, took fire this afternoon by the burst- 
ing of a small steam pipe, and a can of 
shellac upset in the furnace. The hat factory 
and eight frame houses adjoining, and in the 
rear, were in ashes when the firemen finally 
conquered the fla mes. Sixteen families, in- 
cluding fifty persons, lost all of their effects. 

It was one of the fiercest fires in the history 
of the city and every engine except two in the 
city was at work. The hat shop was what is 
known as a buckeye in the trade. It took 
no contracts ot its own, but worked up hats 
for large shops. It was an old two- 
story frame building, dry as tinder. It 
was in the center of the “Bird Cage 
tenement, and the only means of reaching it 
from the street was through an alley leading 
from Boyd street. On all four sides the flimsy 
houses were crowded. Insurance companies, 
it is claimed, had practically ceased to write 
policies on buildings and property in the 
neighborhood, The fire wrapped the old fac. 
tory from top to bottom. Soon seven houses 
were aflame. 

Falling embers rained on the roof of a 
frame extension of St. Peter's Orphan 
Asylum; also on the roof ofa building on 
Livingston street used by the asylum. The 
sisters in charge of the asylum took no 
chances. Although their buildings ‘were 
being protected by streams of water from 
their private hose and by men with buckets, 
they resolved to movethe children at once. 
The little ones were marshaled and walking 
in pairs passed from the buildings. They 
were led tothe school-house connected with 
the new church. But the asylum buildings 
escaped with siight damage. The damage is 
estimated at $90,000. Ou this there was lit- 
tle or insurance. 


FOLLOW IN THE WAKE OF LEXOW, 


Police Commissioners Have Little Difii- 


eulty in Making Out Cases. 

Nuw York, July 20.—[Special.]|—The sec- 
ond day of the trial of Police Capt. Doherty 
of the Leonard Street Station and ex-Ward- 
men John Hock and Bernard Meehan before 
the Board of Police Commissioners upon 
charges of blackmail and extortion afforded 
an unqualified tribute to the toughness, 
stability, marvelous accuracy, and relia- 
bility of the investigation of the State Senate 
committee. That committee so solidly paved 
the way for this police trial that Assistant 
District-Attorney Wellman, the prosecutor, 
has not had to lay a new flagstone. He has 
simply had to tread the path blazed by the 
Lexow pioneers, and the less he has deviated 
from it the more easy he has found it to over- 
whelin confusion the fussy Fromme and 
the remarkable Grant, counsel for the ac- 
cused polibemen. 

Aithough not a jot was added to the Mrs. 
Thurow line of testimony today nat a tittle 
was taken from it. The story of the much- 
blackmailed Second avenue disorderly house- 
keeper was amply corroborated and incidental 
testimony filling in the case against Ddherty 
and his ex-wardmen was adduced in abund- 
ance. It was proved beyond doubt that Capt. 
Doherty was well acquainted with the char- 
acter of Mrs. Thurow’s house during its ex- 
istence in his precinct. This was established 
not only by spoken testimony, but by a letter 
introduced by Mr. Fromme for the defense. 
The letter is likely to be another Fromme- 
Grant boomerang. As soon as the lawyer 
read it Mr. Wellman accepted it, not only 
without demur, but eagerly. 

Attempts to shake Mrs, Thurow’s ites mony 
were signaily unsuccessful. The worst accu- 
sations that could be mustered against her 
came from Lillie Sanders, one of her former 
boarders. This woman has been in communi- 
cation with Capt. Doherty and his counsel, 
Mr. Fromme, lately, and came forward to 
swear that Mrs: Thurow was, to paraphrase 
Gilbert in Ruddygore, a most abandoned 
old person.

LOVE OF DISPLAY AT FRENCH FUNERALS. 


Rules Governing Interments in French 
Graveyards. | 


Baltimore Sun: Apropos of the imposing 
funeral of the late President Carnot of 
France and the depositing of his remains in 
the Pantheon at Paris, the love of the French 
for display in burial ceremonies has been point- 
ed out as characteristic of the nation. The peo- 
ple, says a contemporary in the Family 
Magazine, have a pathetic way of saying, 
‘Although it coste much to live in Paris it 
costs still more to die.“ This is in a meas- 
ure true, and that it is so is due to the fact 
that the government has a monopoly of the 
work of burying the dead anc has established 
a scale of prices by which the style of funerals 
is regulated, from that costing hundreds of 
dollars to the one which opens the fosse com- 
mune (common grave), 

Asarulethe French are fond of fine fu- 
nerals. For statesmen of the first rank the 

overnment decrees a state funeral, which 
is an occasion of great display, and frequently 
leads to political demonstrations; but private 
funerals are also costly, and many a man 
who has lived with the utmost meanness all 
his life is laid to rest with princely pomp. 
The door of his residence is hung with 
black curtains, embroidered with silver; 
his monogram, in silver, is on all 
mourning coaches which follow the hearse; 
the drivers are dressed in black with knee 
breeches, high boots, three-cornered hats, 
and long crépe streamers on their arms 
the horses for the hearse are — 
with sweeping draperies of black and sil- 
ver, and on the hearse are plumes 
and silver figures of angels and cherubs. 
Then, too, the custom of sending out no- 
tices of the death and invitations to the fu- 
neral is very common, and sometimes those 
notices are as elaborate and as elegantly 
engraved as the most expensive wedding 
cards or invitations to a ball. 

In striking contrast with the decorous fu- 
nerals of the rich are the scenes when the body 
of a very poor person is to be laid in the grave. 
The city is strict in r@gard to them. The body 
can only be kept twenty-four hours from the 
time of death, and it must be buried in a cof- 
fin made of thin deal boards, unpainted, un- 
varnished, and so slight that it is always 
wrapped up and fastened. with ropes lest it 
should come to pieces. It is taken to the 
grave in a hearse which is hardly better than 
adray. At the fosse commune the priest is 
allowed to include six funerals in one service. 

Fully to explain the necessity for the fosse 
commune, it is necessary to say a word about 
French graveyards. They are governed en- 
tirely different from ours, and their object 
seems to be to afford graves to the millions 
who are dead without taking too much space 
from the millions who live. In certain parts 
of the cemetery graves tnay be bought out- 
right, though at enormous prices, and remain 
forever in the possession of a es In 
other sectichs the graves are bought singly 
for five years from the date of burial, and at 
the end of the specified time the bones are 
taken up and buried in the fosse commune. 

The tosse commune—the lowest grave of 
all—is a ditch 12 feet deep, 12 feet wide, 
and as long as the size of the graveyard 
permits. Here coffins are put side by 
side in two rows, the heads meeting. in 
center. When a certain number are in the 
ditch it is closed, and on another layer of 
earth more coffins are afterwards laid.. When 
the ditch is filled to the surface another one 
alongside is opened, and so until. the avail- 
able space is used up. Then the first ditch is 
reopened, and fresh coffins are put in place of 
the old ones which have decayed.

REGULAR SOLDIERS ON THE MARCH. 


Last of the Troops Move from the Lake- 
Front=Stop at Evanston. 

The last of the United States troops which 
have been camped along the Lake-Front 
Park broke camp at 4 o’clock yesterday 
morning and started on their march to Fort 
Sheridan. They were the Fifteenth Regiment, 
a battery of artillery from Fort Riley, and 
Troop B, Seventh Cavalry. In the afternoon 
the Lake-Front had its old appearance. But 
little was left to show it had been a military 
camp. Here and there were piles of loose 
straw, spots of bare ground, and the water 
pipes which had been put in for the special 
use of the soldiers. The park was in the pos- 
session of the loungers, and the unemployed 
sat about the Columbus statue and rolled in 
the straw. 

The regulars on their way to Fort Sheridan 
pitched camp yesterday in Evanston. The 
first troops arrived at 9a. m. They were the 
seven companies of infantry of the Twelfth 
and Nineteenth Regiments, three troops of 
cavalry, and two batteries of artillery that 
had encamped the previous night at Buena 
Park. They marehed north along Chicago 
avenue and Sheridan road till they reached 
the upper campus of Northwestern Univer- 
sity, where they went into camp. Other 
bodies of troops arrived at intervals till 1 
o’clock, when there was a total of 1,800 men 
in the camp. 

On the east side of Sheridan road and north 
of Athletic Park were three troops of the 
Third Cavairy and three batteries of light 
artillery from Fort Riley, one troop of the 
Seventh Cavairy, and one battalion of artil- 
lery from Fort Sheridan, a total of 400 men.

PENSION FUNDS. 


In Depriving the Washingtonian Home of 
Revenue from the License Receipts the 
House of the Good Shepherd and the 
Erring Woman's Refuge Will Be Cut 
Of Purely, the City’s Attorney Says= 
Will Prevent the Covering Into the 
Pension Funds of License Receipts 

The decision rendered Thursday by Judge 

Burke against the Washingtonian Home is like- 

ly to have far-reaching and important effects. 

If it should be affirmed by the Appellate Court 

and the Superior Court, not only would the 

Erring Woman’s Refuge and the House of 

the Good Shepherd be affected, but the large 

revenues derived from the same source by the 
police pension fund and the firemen’s pension 
fund would be cut off. Indeed, it is a ques- 

tion in the minds of some lawyers whether a 

suit might not then lie against the three first 

namei institutions, which possess valuable 
real estate, for the recovery of all the money 
hitherto received by them from the city, the 
repayment of which would mean their almost 


utter ruin. 


The Washingtonian Home for Inebriates was 


established in 1869, when it succeeded in se- 
curing an act of the Legislature appropriating 
to its use a percentage of all the moneys re- 
ceived by the City of Chicago for liquor 
licenses, As the fee for liquor licenses was 
raised the amount received became rapidly 
larger until 1883, when the Legislature re- 
stricted the institution to a fixed annual sum 
of $20,000 to be paid out of the proceeds of 
the licenses. The gross amount paid it in this 
way can hardly be less than $300,000 with- 
out interest. 
Not a Municipal Corporation. 

The institution, however, was in no sense a 
municipal one. It was officered and admin- 
istered by its own board of managers, and the 
city had no right to visit or inspect it, much 
less control its affairs. The statute endowing 
it at the expense of the city provided, it is 
true, that Justices of the Peace might send in- 
ebriates to it if the institution chose to rece‘ve 
them.. But no obligation was imposed, and 
as a rnatter of fact an inconsiderable number 
of inebriates were ever sent there. 

This arrangement has always excited more 
or less public dissatisfaction, and suits even 
have resulted. But all efforts to stop the

Assistant Corporation Counsel Zeisler, at 
the time the decision was rendered, said in 
open court he would immediately notify the 
Controller to stop the payment of similar 
stipends to the Errmg Woman’s Refuge and 
the House of the Good Shepherd. veral 
years ago the Legislature enacied a law giv- 
ing to these institutions in equal shares all the 
money derived from fines imposed in connec. 
tion with disorderly houses in this city. 
Accordingly each has received from this 
source the sum of $2,500, more or less, 
every year since the law was enacted. The 
loss of this annual payment, even without 
being forced to return all previous payments, 
would be a blow to these institutions. 

It is also said the Illinois Humane Society 
will be involved, as it receives in the same 
fashion by an act of the Legislature all the 
money paid in fines for the violation of the 
laws against cruelty to animals in this city.

PROVISIONS OF THE NEW LAW, 


Louisiana Will Not Bar the Three-fourths 
Value Clause in Policies. 
Louisiana’s new insurance law, known as 
the Ware bill, which has gone into effect, 
makes provision for the three-fourths value 
clause. The following are its provisions: 
That in all contracts of fire insurance which 
may hereafter be entered into and which are in- 
tended to take effect on property immovable by 
nature or destination situated within the State, 
the insurer shall pay to the insured in case of 
total loss the total amount for which the prop- 
erty is insured in the policy or policies, provided 
the insurance is not in excess of the value of the 
property or does not exceed three-fourths the 
value of the peer where the three-quarter 
m a part of the contract; 
that in the event of damage or partial loss the 
insurer shall pay to the insured the face value of 
the policy or policies. not, however, in exeéess of 
damages sustained or in 
excess of three-fourths of the value of the prop- 
erty where the three-quarter clause has — 
made a part of the contract.

Perhaps no man ever regained his freedom 
with more genuine joy than Debs feels as the 
rattling bolts and bars shut him off from the 
responsibility of cenductinga strike without 
any strikers. We published some days ago 
the wise words of a labor leader who declared 
that Debs made a mistake in giving bail 
when he wus arrested before; that he 
should have gone to prison and got him 
a halo. But Debs was then buoyant with 
hope and aglow with the mad joy of battie. 
Riots were in progress all around him, cars 
were being burned, locomotives ditched, and 
trade paralyzed, He was cheered by the 
visible evidences of universa! suffering and 
widespread calamity. It is different now. 
Law and order have triumphed and traffic 
doesn’t have to geta pass through the lines 
from Debs before it can proceed. Even the 
Governor of California can now travel on his 
aunual pass without getting a written permit 
from Debs and the Mayor of Chicago can 
haul a dead cow to the boneyard upon his 
own responsibility.

Pingree will 
make his dest showing in the cities, 
while the agricultural counties will be almost 
a unit for Rich. He already has Allegan, 
Alpena, Chippewa, Clinton, Iron, Lapeer, 
Montcalm, Muskegon, Schoolcraft, Benzie, 
Macomb, Newaygo, Ontonagon, nineteen of 
twenty-four in Jackson, and Cheboygan 
Counties. Some are instructed, while others 
are positively known to be for him. All the 
present State officers are spoken of for re- 
nomination, and unless things change decid- 
ediy from present appearances Rich will 
carry his cabinet almost in its entirety. If 
Pingree or Bliss should win nothmg is known 
as to whom the leaders would have as helpers. 
There has been some talk of deals on, but 
nothing definite. 

The Congressional situation, as outlined re- 
cently by Iun Trisuns, remains unchanged. 
The Republicans do not concede the Demo- 
crats a single district. With the exception of 
Congressman Moon in the Muskegon district, 
all the Republicans desire and are assured of 
renominations. Mr. Moon declines to ac- 
cept. Democratic Congressmen, with the ex- 
ception of Whiting, will be renominated. He 
refuses to be sacrificed. There are numerous 
Republicans in the old Democratic districts 
who desire to make the fight, but.yet public 
opinion has not crystallized. In Whiting’s 
district the Republicans are almost certain to 
nominate either Gen. William Hartsuff or L. 
A. Sherman, both of Port Huron. The latter 
is editor of the Port Huron Times. 

As to the Democratic ticket put up by Don 
M. Dickinson and his friends there is little 
to say except that it is doomed to certain de- 
feat. So certain is this that Spencer 0. 
Fisher, who heads it, had to be forced into 
an acceptance of the job, with his fellow suf- 
ferers made up of men absolutely unknown 
to the people of the State. Mr. Fisher is a 
Bay City ° millionaire lumberman, a free 
trader, and a rank silverite. 


MINNESOTA REPUBLICANS CONFIDENT 


Battle Will Be Against Populists, Assisted 
by the American Raliway Union. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., July 19.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.|—The voters of Minnesota 
will have to elect the Republican 
ticket this fall as a measure of self- 
preservation. The battle will be between the 
Republicans and Populists. The latter have 
formally inscrived the slogansof anarchy 
upon their banner and come out openly as 
defenders of law-breaking and the subver- 
sion of social order. At their State con- 
vention a few days ago they indorsed the 
Debs rebellion so enthusiastically as to gain 
the adherence of every foe of law and order 
in the State. The result, itis now apparent, 
will be that while the American Railway 
Union men will toa man vote the Populist 
ticket, thousands of conscientious Democrats, 
in order to insure a Populist defeat, will cast 
their votes for the Republican ticket headed 
by Gov. Nelson. 

The Democratic party asa whole will not 
cut much more of a figure in the election than 
the Prohibitionists. One reason is the uni- 
versal disgust among the rank and file of the 
party at the course of a majority of the Dem- 
ocratic Representatives in Congress. The 
disaffection is probably more pronounced 
in Minnesota than im any other State 
in the Union. Every Democratic 
paper of prominence denounces what is 
termed the treachery to Democratic princi- 
ples which has marked the conduct of the 
Democrats in the present Congress. 
State has the party been more sincerely de- 
voted and unreservedly committed to the 
cause of tariff reform, and the surrender of 
the Democratic lawmakers to the Republican 
policy of protection has filled them with 
chagrin and anger which will make itself 
manifest at the polls. 


There is no probability of fusion between 


the Democrats and Populists of the State. 
That was tried in 1892, with results so 
disastrous that she experiment is not likely 
to be repeated.

By no possible means 
could Mr. Donnelly induce the people of 
Minnesota to regard him sincere in anything 
except his desire for personal aggrandize- 
ment, and on more than one occasion in the 
past has he been charged by his followers 
with entering questionable dickers with the 
enemy, involving faithlessness to his cause 
and people. The thinking vortion of his party 
associates entertain so deep-seated a distrust 
in the man and his methods that even his 
wizardlike personal magnetism and marvel- 
ous gift in the art of wheedling is powerless 
to win their confidence.

REPUBLIOAN OANDIDATES FOR 
STATE NOMEVATIONS IN A HUSTLE. 


Convention to Be Held in Des Moines 
Next Wednesday Promises to Be 
Memorable=Industrial Affairs Likely 
to Be Treated in the Platform, Also 
Silver and the Liquor Question- People 
Who Seem to Be Ahend in the Rush 
for Places on the Ticket, 

Dus Mors, Ia., July 20.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—The Republican State conven- 
tion will be held in this city next Wednesday, 
July 25, a postponement of two weeks from 
the date originally fixed upon by the State 
Central committee. This enange was de- 
cided upon after a conference with a. number 
of the leading Republicans of the State in- 
eluding the candidates for the different posi- 
tions on the ticket. The principal reason for 
the change was the strike situation. The 
custom in Iowa is that every county in the 
State should be represented in Republican 
conventions, and it was the wish of every one 
that all the counties should be able to send 
their delegates to the convention without any 
danger that they would be detained on the 
way by any tie-ups. The six weeks or more 
spent by Kelley’s army in the State 
brought the industrial question into a 
prominence in certain ruions of Iowa 
that makes it a ‘fit subject for 
platform utterances; and now the strike with 
its consequences, that have been felt in Iowa 
to a greater extent than any previous occur- 
ence of the sort, has made jt necessary that 
the fullest measure of the wisdom of the party 
shall be expressed upon the subject. Quite a 
large number of the leading Republicans of 
the State who have been interviewed on the 
question believe the party in this State should 
take a positive stand against the recognition 
of the principle that seems to be the founda- 
tion of the Debs rebellion—-the right to boy- 
cott and thereby tie up commerce between the 
States to settle grievances between other cor- 
porations and their employés. They believe 
the party should express itself as opposed to 
sympathy strikes, but at thesame time that the 

rinciple of arbitration should be indorsed. 

his matter will considered carefully and the 
expression of the party belief upon this sub- 
ject, it is expected, will be one of the strong- 
est planks in the platform. 
On the Silver Question. 

Oa the silver question there will be some 
difference of opinion in the convention. 
There will be some delegates present who 
may be classed as free silver men, but the 
indication is they will not be at all aggress- 
ive. The convention on the whole will be 
friendly to silver, but wil! not favor any 
ratio. It will declare for a bimetallic stand- 
ard and will favor an international agree- 
ment, and insist that this agreement be 
reached as soon as possible. In regard to 
the mulct law the platform utterznce will 
also be a matter of much consideration. As 
there are no members of the Legislature to 
be elected this fall, some of the Republican 
leaders are of the opinion that nothing 
should be said on that subject. Others in- 
sist that the party should indorse the scheme 
of resubmission, at the game time setting 
forth that the workings of the present law 
have resulted more satisfactorily than its 
friends in the Legislature had hoped. It is 
quite probable, however, that the convention 
will take a position between these extremes, 
and thata conservative plank on the subject 
will be adopted. 

Lively Time Is Ex pected. 
The convention promises to be one of the 


s liveliest that has been held in this State for 


years. No one can remember when there 
were so many candidates for the different po- 
sitions on the ticket as now, and it is safe to 
predict there will be a protracted contest 
that may extend over two days,as did the 
convention which nominated Hutchinson for 
Governor. John N. Baldwin of Council 
Bluffs is scheduled for Temporary Chairman, 
upon whom, by custom, has devolved the 
task of making the set speech of the conven- 
tion. The Central committee also has recom- 
mended that the convention select Senator 
Harsh of Creston as the Permanent Chair- 
aan. This recommendation undoubtedly 
will be accepted” by the convention, though 
the selection of a Permanent Chairman by 
the committee has only been made in recent 
ears. 

4 When the convention gets along to the bal- 
loting for candidates it is expected there a 
be no opposition to the renomination of W. M. 
McFariand for Secretary of State or C. G. 
McCarthy for State Auditor. Neither of these 
men now has opposing candidates. The 
fight of the convention will come when the 
position of Attorney-General is reached. For 
this office there are at least ten candidates en- 
rolled in the lists. They are:

Carpenter the Youngest Candidate. 


The contest between these candidates has 
been quite spirited for several months past, 
in fact there were a number of lightning 
rods erected before the adjournment of the 
Legislature. Senator Carpenter is the 
youngest of the candidates, as he was also 
the baby of the Senate. He was the author 
of the Carpenter local option bill which for 
a time was believed to be the bill that would 
pass the Legislature on the temperance ques- 
tion. It finally got knocked out by the mulct 
bill, but Mr. Carpenter supported the House 
measure just as strenuously as be had his own 
bill after it became apparent that the House 
would have none of local option. Some of 
the other candidates claim Mr. Carpenter is 
the ring candidate, and that. he is the man 
Jim Blythe is grooming. Astute Mr. Blythe, 
however, declares the ring’ isn’t 
grooming any candidate. 

* A. Cheshire is the other 
Senatorial aspirant to the position that is now 
held by John T. Stone. Ex-Speaker Mitchell 
is the only member of the last House who is a 
candidate for this honor. He has been mak- 
ing an active canvass and is of a rather hope- 
ful mind in regard to the outcome. Of the 
other candidates Milton Remley of Iowa City 
was the associate of A. B. Cummins as Elect- 
or-at-large at the last Presidential election in 
this State. He was put on the ticket then as 
the representative of the prohibition Repub- 
licans, as Mr. Cummins was considered the 
representative of the Republicans who leaned 
towards local option. Mr. Remley is a stron 
Republican, however, and has accepte 
the new position of the party in Iowa 
upon the liquor question in good faith. 
He, too, has been making a pretty thor- 
ough canvass and will have a stron 
following in the convention. Col. 
J. H. Sweeney of Osage hasn’t shown much 
anxiety to let people know how hard he is 
working for the nomination, and it is not 
known exactly how much strength he has. 
James D. Gamble of Marion County will 
divide the Seventh Congressional District with 
Senator Cheshire of Des Moines. Jacob 
Simms of Council Bluffs and-H. G. Curtis of 
Cass will dispute with Mr. Mitchell the dele 
gations from the Slope, while A. C. Parker 
will come to the convention with about the 
whole vote of the northwestern part of the 
State in his inside pocket. Charles W. Mul- 
lan of Waterloo will have the solid support of 
the Third District, and he hopes to pick up a 
lot of scattering votes from the Fourth Dis. 
trict at the outset. And so it can be seen the 
fight will be a pretty one, though some of the 
political weather prophets are predicting it 
will be a four-horse team after a few ballots, 
with Rem!ey, Mullan, Carpenter, and Mitch- 
ell in the harness.

PREPARING FUR WAR IN NEBRASKA. 
Candidates Enter for a Hot Battle-Repub- 
licans Well Organized. 


Omana, Neb., July 19.—[Special Corre. 
spondence.|—The capital prize in the lottery 
of Nebraska politics this year is the United 
States Senatorship, for which every promi- 
nent Republican in the State is an earrest 
and aggressive candidate. The consolation 
prizes are the State offices, while the places 
on the Legislativé ticket remain to be divided 
among the lesser political lights who can 
claim neither the ability nor the prominence 
necessary to make them eligible for the more 
pretentious honers. From all indications 
Nebraska wili this year witness one of the 
hottest political battles in its history. The 
fight will, of course, come between the Re. 
publicans and the Populists. The Democracy 
of Nebraska has long since passed the point 
in its erratic career where it could lay claim 
to numerical importance. 

In point of organization the Republicans 
have a decided advantage. The Republican 
party has not been so weil or so compactly or- 
ganized for years as it is at the present time. 
The Republican State Central committee has 
for the first time in the history of the party 
maintained permanent headquarters at the 
State capital the year around, with the Chair- 
man and Secretary constantly in attendance. 
The work of the publican leaders during 
the last six months was given signiticant 
emphasis last month by the assembling of 
2,400 ety er. to the State convention of 
Republican gue Clubs. The organization 

f Republican clubs has continued without 

ntermission for the last four months, and to- 

day the officers of the State League boast that 
within another month every voting precinct 
in the State will maintain an active working 
club. 

The Populists are not so well organized. 
They have a State Central committee, but its 
work is delegated to an Executive committee 
of nine members, and this latter committee 
has been brought together but once during 
the last year. Earlier in its history the or- 
3 of the Populist: party in this State 

epended almost entirely on the Farmer“ 
Alliance. The membership in the alliance 
has suffered a marked decrease in,the laat 
two years. Still the Populists are strong nu- 
merically in Nebraska. Two years ago the 
Populists cast 83,134 votes for Weaver. Last 
year, with practically a better organization, 
they brought 65,666 voters to the polls. Two 
years ago the Republican vote for Harrison 
was 87,213, while last year the Republicans 
cast 72,032 votes. A more reasonable 
comparison will be made by reducing the 
vote to percentages. In 1892 the Populists 
cast 46.66 per cent of the entire vote cast in 
the State while last year they cast but 36.16 
per cent, a falling off of 10 per cent. 
Republicans cast 43.57 per cent of the vote 
two years ago, while last year they cast 39.66 
per cent, a talling off of scarcely 4 per cent. 
The prospects of Republican success this year, 
therefore, in view of the more compact 
organization, are if anything better than last 
year and much better than two years ago. 


Candidates for Governor. 


In the Republican ranks the interest in the 
forthcommg convention centers in the con- 
test between the rival candidates for Gov- 
ernor. The leaders are Lieut.-Gov. Majors 
and J. H. MacColl. 

And yet, in spite of the uncertainty as to 
the strength of the rival candidates for guber- 
natorial honots, the contest has already as- 
sumed almost a bitter stage. Majors has 
been Lieutenant-Governor of Nebraska for 
two terms and has been a candidate for the 
first place on the ticket more times than the 
oldest inhabitant of Nebraska cau remember. 
He is a farmer to the extent that he owns and 
lives upon one of the largest and most valu- 
able cultivated farmsin the State. His only 
business, however, is politics. Without any 
disparagement of his personal worth, or with- 
out vouching for the trutn of any of the 
charges made against his record, it may be 
interesting at this particular point in the cam- 
paign to enumerate some of the things laid 
against him by his opponents. Chiefly of all, 

ho is denounced as the subservient agent of the 

Burlington and Missouri railroad, a corpora- 
tion that makes no secret of its aggressive inter- 
ference in Nebraska politics. Itisasserted that 
Majors has persistently worked against every 
piece of legislation looking to the regulation 
of corporation interests in this State ; that he is 
being backed by the railroad interests; that 
he has been connected with many of the rings 
that have disgraced the administration of the 
State’s affairs; and that he is so deeply in- 
volved with the venal element of the pub. 
lican party in Nebraska that in the event of 
his nomination and election his administra- 
tion would necessarily be corrupt. 

On the other hand, the Majors men, who 
have singled out MacColl as their particular 
and chief opponent, assert that the latter is at 
the beck and call of the Union Pacific, and 
that all that can be said of Majors’ connection 
with the Burlington and Missouri can be said 
of MacColl and the Union Pacific with equal 
force and with as much truthfulness. 


Bryan Is Eager for Fusion. . 


Next to the Gubernatorial contest in Repub- 
lican ranks political interest in Nebraska 
politics centers in the efforts of the anti- ad- 
ministration wing of the Democracy to ac- 
‘ complish a fusion with the Populists on the 
State and Congressional tickets.

By the Smashing of the Deadlock in the 
Second District and the Nomination 
of Judge Miller to Succeed Farmer 
Fanston, the List Is Made Up—All the 
Republican Candidates Are New Men 
and None. Has Ever Been in Congress. 
“Sketches of Their Careers. ; 

Ferrxa, Kas., July 18.—[Special Corre- 

spondence.|—By the breaking of the dead- 
lock in the Second District Republican con- 
vention at Lawrence last Wednesday and the 
nominating of Judge O. L. Miller of Kansas 
City, Kas., to succeed E. H. Funston, the Re- 
publican nominations in Kansas are com- 
plete and all the Republican candidates for 
Congress are now in the field and are making 
their canvass. The defeat of Farmer Funs- 
ton relegates to private life tne last of the old 
school of Kansas statesmen. All the Repub- 
lican candidates are new men and none save 
the candidates in the First and Fourth Dis- 
tricts has ever been in Congress. In the First 
District Case Broderick of Holton was first 
elected in 1890 to succeed Maj: E. N. Morrill, 
who declined to be a candidate for a renomi- 
nation. He was reélected in 1892 and is 
a candidate for the third time this yeat. He 
and Funston alone weathered the Farmers’ 
Alliance storm in 1890, and he was one of 
three who managed to pull through in the 
last campaign. In the Fourth District in 1892 
the Republicans nominated Charles Curtiss, a 
Topeka man, and he was elected, succeeding 
John G. Otis, the Populist. He was nomi- 
nated for a second term by acclamation and 
will without doubt be reélected, as his district 
is the most safely Republican of any 
in the State. The nomination of Judge 
Miller in the Second District was 
a surprise to the politicians, for outside his 
own county, Wyandotte, he is little known, 
and until his nomination was made to settle 
a deadlock that had continued for two 
months, counting the intermission, his 
name had not been seriously thought of 
in that connection. He was Chairman of 
the Wyandotte County delegation and through 
the long deadiock answered the roll-call with 
clock-like regularity, ** Wyandotte County 
thirty for Buchan.” He stood by Buchan to 
the t, and when the latter had it ‘in his 
power to name the nominee of the conven- 
tion, although he could not name himself, he 
chose Judge Miller. Miller, however, was 
not a willing candidate. He was not ambi- 
tious to enter public life, preferring to devote 
his entire time to his profession. 


Sketch of Miller's Life. 


Miller is a Maine man and was born at 
Bangor thirty-eight years ago. He passed 
his boyhood days ona farm and acquired a 
common school education, finally enteri 
Lewiston College, working his way — 
by his own exertions. During his summer 
vacations. he drove a horse car on a Boston 
street railway, which enabled him to 
save sufficient money to pay his ex- 
penses through the next term. In 1878 
he began the study of law and a year 
later came West and located in Wyandotte, 
now Kansas City, Kas. He was successful as 
a lawyer, and in 1887 he was appointed 
Judge of & new district formed in his county, 
and the following year was elected for a term 
of four years. In 1892 he resigned his posi- 
tion on the bench and resumed practice of 
law. He aa neres taken a very 1 2 — 
part in pol „although frequently waving 
been sent to conventions as a delegate. 
was only after the most persistent urging that 
he consented to permit his name to be pre- 
sented to the convention, although a nomina- 
tion was practically equivalent to an elec- 
tion. 

Kirkpatrick’s Career. 

S. S. Kirkpatrick of Fredonia is the Re- 
— candidate for Congress in the Third 

istrict, which was represented for go long 
by Ex-Senator Bishop W. Perkins, Kirk 
patrick was a candidate for this nomination 
two years ago, but was defeated in the con- 
vention by Gov. Lyman U. Humphrey, who 
was in turn defeuted at the polls by the 
fusion candidate of the Populists and Demo- 
crats, T. J. Hudson, by a majority of 2.500. 
This year there was no opposition to Kirkpat- 
rick’s candidacy in the convention, and he was 
nominated by acclamation. He is a native of 
Illinois, having been born in Franklin Coun- 
ty in 1847. is father was a poor farmer, 
and was able to give his son but the most 
limited educational advantages, and prior to

He is a-native of 
Perry County, O., and is now 50 years of age. 
From early boyhood he has been a hard stu- 
dent and at the time of his enlistment in 
the Union army at the age of 17 he had 
acquired a thorough academic education. 
He served through the war and then entered 
college, but after two years of hard study his 
health became so badly shattered that he was 
forced to abandon his studies and moved to 
Kansas to recuperate. Following the ‘advice 
of his physician he engaged in farming, but 
his habits of study had become second nature 
to him and in his leisure moments he read 
law. In 1875 he abandoned farming to de- 
vote his entire attention to the law, and in 
the following year was admitted to 
the bar. He lived four years in Atchison and 
then moved to Marysville, where he tow re- 
sides. He took no active part, in politics un- 
til two years ago, when J. R. Burton, the Re- 
publican candidate for Congress, discovered 
that he was well posted in political questions 
and pressed him into service as a speaker in 
the campaign. The impression he made on 
the Republicans of the district caused them 
to choose him ag their candidate this year.

He served 
one term as County Attorney and in 1892 
was elected a Gelegate-at-large to the Repub.

Controller Calls for a Statement from the 
National Banks=Pullman Company De- 
clares Its Quarterly Dividend—Heavy 
Shipments of Gold Will Be Made To- 
day= Dull but Firm Stock Market 
«till Some Chance of an Elevated Union

Bankers insist that rates for money in the 


local market are getting firmer. Five per 
cent is now said to be about the minimum, 
and 4 per cent call money is no longer the 
rule. The reason for this is not so much an 
increase in the demand, although there has 
been some improvement in that direction, but 
it is to be found more in the disposition of 
the bankers to no longer attempt to push out 
funds. Banks are not now seeking borrowers 
as eagerly as they did last month. They are 
disappointed at the slowness with which cus- 
tomers pay up loans and at the number of 


people who want paper renewed. 
The call of the Controller for a statement 


of national banks came yesterday and asks 
for a statement of the condition July 18. 
It will show large surpluses in the vauifs 
of all the banks. But the amount Of 


idle money probably will de smaller 
than it was at the date of the last statement. 
Some of the banks are taking a bullish view of 
the money market and declare that with any ma- 
terial improvement in the demand rates will go 
up quickly, and they anticipate a 6 per cent mar- 
ket this fail. Others are less sanguine and find 
in the general dullness of business and in the ex. 
ceedingly low rates still prevailing at Eastera 
centers little sign of firmer rates here. There 
are no indications of either a firmer condition of 
the money market or a material improvement in 
the demand at Boston. The City of Boston made 
a loan of $500,000 a few days ago at 1% per 
cent. Call money is in good supply there at 1% 
per cent. ‘ 

The Pullman Palace Car 5 — yesterday 
deciared its regular quarterly dividend of 2 per 
cent. This is the second divicend declared since 
the strike commenced. It is payable Aug. 15 and 
to stockholders of record Aug. 1. That dividend 
will distribute $720,000 to stockholders. 

An additional $1,000,000 gold was engaged for 
export yesterday and it is probable that $2,500,- 
000 will go out by today’s steamers. The ster- 
ling market continues firm. The engagements of 
gold to go today are under special arrangement 
and are hardly warranted by sterling quotations, 
but the market is only a shade under a point 
which would admit of a free movement of gold. 

There have been few more idie days at the 
Stock Exchange than yesterday. Trading was 
dull in erery direction. There were but 450 
shares of West Side stock traded in, though the 
stock was the most active on the list. The mar- 
ket for West Side was firm in spite of the dull- 
ness. the quotations advancing from 136 to 
137%. Little reason fer the advance was evi- 
dent. The bulls claim there is a heavy short in- 
terest in the stock, while the people who have 
been selling most liberajly are positive in their 
statement that long sto@ks will be delivered on 
the contracts at the end of the month, There 
was but a single sale of North Chicago Street 
railroad, and that was at an advance. The price 
was 230%. ; ‘ 

There were a few sales of Chicago and Milwan- 
kee common at 164%@16%. There has n some 
talk of organized support for brewery stocks and 
an understanding with English holders looking 
to an advance in the market. There is little evi- 
dence of anything of the kind to be seen in our 
market, however.

CHECKED BY THE TARIFF MUDDLE, 


Business on New York Exchange Dulie 
Gold Exports Cause Bearish Feeling. 


New York, July 20.—{Special.|—The tariff 
muddle at Washington had a tendency to check 
business on the Stock Exchange again today, 
and an increase in the gold engagements for to- 
morrow's steamer to $2,500,000 caused a bear- 
ish feeling among the room traders, who were 
responsible for the great bulk of the transac- 
tions, except, possibly, in one or two of the in- 
dustrials. The unfavorable rumors circulated 
against the Missouri Pacific yesterday in connec- 
tion with the fall in the collateral trust 5 per 
cent bonds of the company were effectually dis- 
posed of today by the officiai announcement of 
the. Treasurer, A. H. Calef. In regard to the 
gold shipments it can beisaid the slight rise 
in exchange here yesterday and today, 
in cpnnection with the current quotation for 
sterling at Paris, leaves a small profit 
on exports. At the moment there is a scarcity of 
bills outside of those made against gold, and this 
naturally facilitates the outward movement. 
There is nothing new of any moment in the rail- 
way situation and the market for railroad stocks 
was duil, with the only approach to even a mod- 
erate business in St. Paul and Missouri Pacific. 
At the outset traders sold the list, and a slight 
yielding in prices ensued. Missouri Pacific ‘fell 
away nearly a point, but recovered most of the 
loss on the announcement that the collateral 
trust 5 per cent interest would be anticipated 
with the usual rebate.

With railroads gen- 
erally blocked in the wheat delivering dis- 
tricts. it is a satisfactory indication that the 
Western receipts are about two-thirds cf last 
year's, 2.271.514 bushels, against 3,028,379 
a year ago, while the exports from Atlantic 
perts are insignificant, only 672,402 bushels, 
against 2,868,627 last year. The enormous 
visible supplies have less actual weight in the 
market than the prevalent conviction that 
government estimates of the yield are widely 
erroneous. Corn has advanced a shade with 
no satisfactory reason, for the prospect is ex- 
cellent for a large yield.

NET EARNINGS FALL. 


REMARKABLE DEOREASE SHOWN BY 
THE SANTA FES MAY REPORT. 


Indicates a Decrease in Keturns of 73 Per 
Cent, Though the Gross Receipts Fall 
Off Only 27 Per Cent, Also Proving the 
High Operating Rate of 82 Per Cent 
Toledo, Ann Arbor and North Michigan 
Bondholders Win an Equipment Suit= 
New Denver-Lake Point Line Projected. 


The net earnings of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé railroad for May show a most 
remarkable decrease. The net earnings for 
the month are but $376,337, against $1,384,- 
150 for May, 1993. That makes the net 
earnings for the month only 27 per cent of 
the net earnings for the corresponding month 
of last year. The falling off in net earnings 
is far sharper than the decrease in gross. 
Gross eurnings fell off $981,016, making a 
decrease of 27 per cent, while net earnings 
fell off 73 per cent. The St. Louis aud San 
Francisco system makes a better showing. 
Net earnings there decreased only $108,000, 
although gross decreased $160,000. The loss 
of net earnings for May on the Atchison sys- 
tem was more than one-third of the entire 
loss for the eleven months. The following

Toledo, Ann Arbor and North Michigan 
Bondholders Win Equipment Suit, 

A short time before the Toledo, Ann Arbor 
and North Michigan railroad went into the 
bands of a receiver, in April, 1893, the com- 
pany purchased from Post, Martin & Co. 
1,000 freight cars and ten locomotives for 
about $600,000. They gavea car trust se- 
eured on the rolling stock purchased and 
also undefttook to give Post, Martin & Co, a 
lien on the old equipment of the company, 
valued at some $300,000 or $400,000, Post, 
Martin & Co. assuming the balance of 560, 
000 due on that equipment. The bondhold- 
ers have maintained that the railroad com- 
pany had no right to give a lien on this equip- 
ment prior to the lien of the mortgage secur- 
ing the bonds, and Judge Ricks has just ren- 
dered a decision in favor of the bondholders, 
which entirely releases this equipment from 
the lien of the car trust. The court has also 
ordered the receiver to return 500 cars and 
five locomotives to Post, Martin & Co. Aug. 
1 and the other half of the equipment Aug. 
15, and no more regular payments will be 
made on the car trust. A master has been 
appointed to determine what amount is egui- 
tably due to Post, Martin & Co. 


NEW DENVER, CHICAGO AND LAKES,

Instead of so doing the tug company 
placed it in ordinary. It is said the great 
obstacle in the use of petroleum proved to be 
the difficulty in regulating the burning. When! 
forced draft was used the oil smoked as much 
as soft coal, and it is said the oil was as hard 
to contro! in burning as hard coal. In view 
of these circumstances the company decided 
to discontinue its use.

Washington State, “ ought, in my judgment, 
to be put in the form of a statute. From 
what Ican gather conce the plan of 
Editor Medill of Tux T itis a meri- 
torious measure, and should it Warn out to be 
a proposition which Congress take cog- 
nizance of it will certainly .receive my vote. 
I would support such a measure for the same 
reason that I did the car coupling bill, and 
particularly when it was brought to my mind 
that fully 800 men were killed and more than 
7,000 injured in one year while connecting 
cars. Anything that gives a man benefit for 
injuries received while in the discharge of his 
duties, or makes provision for the support of 
his family in case of his disability or death 
naturally bas a tendency to make 
a good citizen of such a bene- 
‘ficiary. For the best that a man in 
the employ of the railroads can be promised 
is that somebody is going to look out for the 
welfure of his loved ones when he shall be- 
come incapacitated. All that is necessary, 
in my judgment, to make this proposition a 
success, therefore, is to secure the codpera- 
thon of the men most interested and they will 
take care of the corporation employing them. 
But there must be a mutual agreement to 
make it matually beneficial, and this fact 
cannot be impressed too strongly upon the 
minds of the railroad employés. Whether 
there should be compulsory insurance is a 
subject for careful consideration and I should 
do only too glad of any opportunity that may 
present itself for me to post myself on this 
subject. But first and foremost I want to be 
understood as favorable to any legislation 
which is going to help the laboring classes of

It might be said 
the contract is one sided; that the employer 
alone is bound by it. Even if this were so 
the fact that the arrangement would do away 
almost wholly with strikes would make ita 
beneficial one for the railroads; but, as a 
matter of fact, the contract could be made 
applicable to the men as well as to the com- 
pany—as those who violated it would lose 
whatever wages.were due them. 

This system would work weil, would be fair 
and equitable to all, and would putan end to 
nine-tenths of the causes of strikes. ‘The rail- 
roads can make such arrangements if they 
wish to do so. as well as other large employers 
of hands—and they ought to. 

The other proposition is in line with this— 
the setting apart of a pension for old and dis- 
abled railroad men, the idea being to encour- 
age them to remainin the service and not lose 
the — toa pension bya strike. When we 
consider that 34,000 * dante: hands are crip- 
pled each year,and that the railroads are 
turning adrift more limbless men than any 
battlefield of the civil war we realize the ne- 
cessity of pensioning their victims. 

Most of the companies try to provide for 
their cripples by giving them places as watch- 
men, gatekeepers, or something else that does 
not require *‘a whole man; but the maim- 
ing is more than they can handle and a pen- 
sion system is needed 

So far good; but Mr. Medill’s plan of carry- 
ing out this pension system is scarcely prac- 
ticable. I believe,“ he says, that Con- 
gress should pass a law reserving a pension 
fund for the * loyés of the great railroad 
corporations. is fund should consist of — 
say 2 per cent of * men's earnings and 
per cent of the gross earnings of the railroad“ 
—and he goes on to show how the fund — 
be administered. This is unnecessar 
Legislation such as he proposes may be poss 
ble in paternal Germany, but it is 1 
here and thoroughly unconstitutional, for 
Congress has no vontrol of taxation over the 
railroads. It cannot touchacent of their 
gross or net revenue, and it is needless to say 
that it cannot take away from the men any 
part of their wages in order to create a pen- 
sion or any other fund. 

[The unconstitutionality of the plan re- 
mains to be tested in the Supreme Court be- 
fore anybody can pronounce itsuch. But it 
is not proposed that the insurance and pension 
scheme shall be forced upon the railways and 
their men against their wills. It is assumed 
that it will meet with favor by them after it 
has been carefully thought over. The British 
roads have in use a similar plan which works 
to the satisfaction of the roads and their em- 
ployés. | 

The plan is a pretty one, but thoroughly im- 
possibie as far as Congress is concerned, even 
under the Federal control of inter-State com- 
merce. It would, of course, be an excellent 
idea, honorable and, we believe, very benefi- 
cial to the roads themselves if our great rail- 
road corporations would provide a pension 
fund, but Congress can only suggest, cannot 
create it. Mr. Medill’s ideas are excellent, 
but they are rather suggestions to the railroads 
and the men than any propositions of possible 
legislation. 


MR. MEDILL ON STRIKES. 


A Cleveland Paper, in Striving to Find 
Fault, Overdoes the Thing. 

Cleveland Plaindealer: Mr. Joseph Medill 
of Tus CuicaGo Trisunz indorses Bismarck’s 
idea of obliging corporations to pension their 
employés. He suggests that a fund should 
be set aside and made up out of 2 per cent of 
the men’s earnings and 1 per cent of the gross 
earnings of the railroad companies, so that 
any man who has served the company for a 
series of yea®faithfully should retire on half 
pay. He says: * When this fund is estab- 
lished men will take more interest in the rail- 
roads and their earnings. Strikeg will not be 
known then, for the penalty of strikes would 
be discharge and loss of all interest in the 
pensions; and mischievous agitators would 
find their occupations gone and thus unions 
would become purely öf a benevolent char- 
acter.“ He would permit a man to retire at 
ubout 50 or 55 yeare of age. 

This plan laid out by Mr. Medill, or rather 
copied by him from the German system, is a 
part of paternalism or socialism, and it will 
tind favor by those who believe in paternal- 
ism and who are desirous of fastening it upon 
the institutions of this country. 

[Not any more socialiem or paternalism 
than the operations of benevolent associations 
for mutual aid and relieving the needy, and 
sick, and aged, and helping the widows and 
orphans of deceased members by stated con- 
tributions from the members. | 

It must not be forgotten, however, that pa- 
ternalism and incividualism are diametrically 
opposed to each other. 

This plan suggested by Mr. Medill would 
have a tendency to break up that American 
thrift, that economical and saving life which 
is the great factor in home-making and in 
providing for old age by individuals. It 
would tend to make employés of railroads 
and other corporations say to themselves: 
„ will perform these duties that come to 
me from day today. I will spend what I 
earn; it will not be necessary for me to nid 
up money fora wet day, as I am to be pe 
sioned off at 55, and then, for the rest . nen 
life, while I shall be getting half pay, I can 
live retired and at ease.”’ 

[It this is correct then a life insurance pol. 
icy is an injurious thing and should be aban- 
doned. And men should withdraw from 
benevolent associations which pay members 
when sick or crippled and their widows and 
orphans when dead as having the evil tend- 
ency to break up American thrift and 
economical saving.“ The P. D. in striving 
to find fault overdoes the thing. } 

There is one feature, however, that deserves 
commendation in Mr. Medill’s favor wherein 
he says: Employés should be engaged under 
contract and to hold their positions us long as 
they abide by the rules of the company and 
perform their duties faithfully. No man 
should be discharged without due notice, and 
no man should leave the employ of the com- 
pany without serving notice. 

e cordially indorse his statement that the

Arthur Will Not Discuss Pensions.

Arthur, Chief of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, was shown the plan which Tae TRIs- 
UNE has formulated fora pension fund for rail- 
road employés. Mr. Arthur had heard of the 
plan, but refused to express an opinion upon its 
merits. Members of the local assembly of the 
Knights of Labor do not regard the plan with 
favor. They read the comments contained in 
THE Trisune with great interest, however, but 
would prefer something more sweeping and more 
partial to the interest of the working classes.

What despotism 
i be worse than such a result? Bellamyism 
initely more practicable than such ascheme. 
y what means are laborers to be compelled to 
perform their part of the award?

on? 

Ot all the silly, impracticable, unconstitution- 
al schemes that have ever been suggested for;the 
settlement of 272 difficulties compulsory arbi- 
tration is the worst and wildest. It involves the 
overthrow of the unassailable right of men to 
manage their own business and laborers their 
own labor. A government not strong enough to 
guarantee this privilege is a confessed failure.

Give us something that has some 
slight element of practicability to recommend it, 
some justice at the bottom of it. 

Because the great injury has been inflicted upon 
the general public upon the pretext itis to se- 
cure justice to the employés of some one corpora- 
tion is no sufficient reason for abandoning a prin- 
ciple so vital as the right of capital to manage 
its business free from dictation and of labor to 
work or refrain from working at will. Political 
cowardice and the vote hunting mania are large- 
ly responsible for the respect given to the out- 
rageous demands of conspirators against the 
commerce of the country. When Debs insolently 
exults over the fact that by riot, bloodshed, and

Debs 
makes war on the public and demands that Pull- 
man shall arbitrate. What does the farmer 
whose fat cattle are shut off from the market, 
what does the shipper whose wares have been 
burnt care about a controversy that they are in 
no way responsible for? Those are the men who 
have a right to talk, not of having other men’s 
covtroversies arbitrated, but their own wrongs 
redressed. 

If we must have arbitration let it be for the 
benefit of the involuntary victims of the treason- 
able war upon commerce. Give the men who 
have wronged no one but who have suffered 
great financial loss a court of arbitration whose 
mandates shell be strong enough to exact com- 
pensation or inflict well-deserved punishment on 
the malicious authors of their injuries. How 
nonsensical must the contention appear to the 
innocent victims of Debs’ insurrection that the 
only question involved is that of compelling Pull- 
man to arbitrate his controversy—that done ev- 
erything is settled. What becomes of the wronged 
thousands who have suffered direct financial 
loss? Is there no court where they can be heard 
for the redress of wrongs beside which those of 
Pullman’s employés are trifling? What a sweet 
sense of equity must dwoll in 5 breast of the in- 
dividual who thinks that nothing remains to be 
done save to coerce Pullman into a compromise 
with his employés. When Pullman adjusts his 
labor controversy, then let Debs settle the great- 
er grievance that exists between himself and 
those whose property he has damaged and de- 
stroyed, The great newspapers of Chicago have 
earned the lasting gratitude of every lover of law 
and justice for their course during the present 
trouble, Let them not be betrayed now into sur- 
rendering the principles at stake.

Goes Beyond Pullman Cut in Waces. 

CuicaGo, July 20.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
Residing but a short distance from Pullman and 
having leisure to do so I felt interest enough to 
try and discover for my own satisfaction the 
cause of the present labortrouble. With this 
end in view I have conversed with the soldiers of 
our First neq ment, with the police, and with 
the strikers. The police, as near as I can judge, 
sympathize withthe strikers, inasmuch as they 
feel they have been wronged by the Pullman con- 
cern, but they are bitter against the ignorant 
sympathizing foreigners who, they say, make all 
the trouble. The State troops seem divided in 
their views. some of them sympathizing with the 
strikers and some of them otherwise, Among the 
strikers themselves I find quite a percentage of 
well read men who seem to comprehend the sit- 
uation. One of them said to me in answer to my 
question, Why not cure the trouble with votes? 
It don't work, as our representatives are bought 
up. We know that we are not represented. The 
trusts and corporations, through paid agents at 
Washington, control legislation. Another one 
said: “I was educated East and am a graduate 
of Yale. My family is wealthy. I prefer mechan- 
ical labor and have been a finisher for several 
8 I have no fault to find with my treatment 

ut left work because the others did. I know 
men who last year received $14 for labor on box 
cars; now, it is four days’ work to make one; this 
year they cut them down to $7.50, and this is 
rather low for four 2 men to support their 
families on. Our family owns some railroad 
stock; now, I think all employés of a railroad, 
including directors, are but agents of the stock- 
holders, and it is well known that, as a rule 
directors, freight and ticket agents, and. in fact,

Judge Clifford yesterday overruled a mo- 
tion for a new trial in the case of John Barron 
against the Chicago City railway company, 
in which a jury returned a verdict of $25,000 
in favor of the plaintiff, three weeks ago. The 
defense held that the evidence did not justify 
such a large verdict. Barron was injured in 
June, 1891, on the Archer avenue line. The 
evidence presented by the plaintiff showed 
that he was thrown off the car on which he 
was riding by the car-driver and that he was 
dragged under the car for some distance, re- 
ceiving severe injuries, including a fracture 
of the spine. An appeal was taken to the Ap- 
pellate Court.

“The amount of milk consumed in Chica- 
go in one day,“ said Dr. Adolph Gehrmann, 
in charge of the milk and food section of the 
city Health Department, “is 16,000 eight- 
gallon cans, or 128,000 gallons.

1 ott is the work of the Milk and Food 
fice, among other things, to exercise a watch- 
ful care over all this milk, so as to save the 
people from loss, either, in their pocketbooks 
or in their health. This work was first pro- 
vided for in the ordinance of Nov. 21, 1892, 
when Prof. E. B. Stewart was put in charge 
of the milk inspection as 3 separate work. 
But by the ordinance of Sept. 18, 1893, this 
work was united with water inspection and 
many other matters. The result was Prof. 
Stewart resigned Jan. 1, 1894, and I took 
charge of the combined work. I have my 
laboratory in Room 68 of the City Hall. 

To facilitate the work I have divided the 
city into nine districts, for each of which 
there should be an inspector. But I have 
only three inspectors for the nine districts. 
Each is provided with a horse and buggy and 
carries a case which holds thirty-five half-pint 
bottles, in whick he carries his samples. 
three together generally turn in someth 
less than 100 sa The statistics of eac 
ward are compiled separately. 

The office force consists of myself, my 
assistant, Cass L. Kennicott, an office boy, 
two men to. keep the records and 
send out notices, and the three’ in- 
spectors. The allowance is only $15,000 
for milk inspection and everything else. 

In collecting samples of milk it is neces- 
sary to take them from different lots as late 
as possible before they reach the consumer, 
otherwise they might be adulterated after 
they are inspected. They are mostly taken 
therefore from the milk wagons. An in- 
spector overhauls a milk wagon, enters it, ex- 
amines its condition as to cleanli- 
ness, and takes a sample from as 
many of the cans as he thinks 
and sometimes from all of them. There 
should be an inspection of the wholesale lots 
also, but we have not men enough to do it. 
The nearest approach we cafi make to it is to 
send the men occasionally to inspect the milk 
being delivered to restaurants. 

„The ordinance permits the sale of skim- 
milk, provided a tag telling what it is is 
affixed to the can containing it. Still, we 
sample it and analyze it to discov- 
er whether it has been watered, wheth- 
er coloring matter has been added to it, 
and whether it contains minerais. Other milk 
we test for these causes and also for the per- 
centage of fat they contain. The ordinance 
condemns all milk, not skim-milk, unless it 
contains 3 per cent of fat and 12 per cent of 
solids. It also requires us when taking up a 
sample to seal another sample and give it to 
the dealer, if he desires it. This is to afford 
him ample opportunity to controvert our 
analysis if he wishes to. The mineral most 
used for adulteration is soda, which is added 
to prevent the milk 
The colori used 
ent butter colors and milk colors for 
sale everywhere, but burnt sugar, annotto, 
and even aniline dye are also used. These 
coloring matters deceive the customer as to 
the value of the milk, but they are not injuri- 
ous to health. 

Thirty-five Per Cent.Below Standard. 


„Out of 100 samples we analyze there 
will be oan thirty-five below standard, and 
twenty-five which should have been sold un- 
der a tag. But this does not indicate accu- 
rately the amount of good milk sold in the 
city, because we devote our time wholly to 
suspected dealers. 

** Eleven dealers were. prosecuted in Feb- 
ruary for violation of the milk ordinance, 
eleven in March, seventeen in April, and 
twenty in May. In nearly every case a con- 
viction was secured, though in some cases the 
parties had sufficient itical influence to 
send around to the w Department and 
have the fines suspended. Still the work has 
been beneficial to the public in the improve- 
ment of the quality of the milk sold. Until 
June 1 the use of coloring water was — 
general. Now we discover only two or 
cases of ita day. The milk dealers do — 
like being prosecuted. We have had to prose- 
cute only five or six of them twice. 

The presence of disease- — ag no in 
milk is not common, so we regard lack of 
fat in it as the greatest evil the public is 
threatened with, Of harmless bacteria milk 
is always full, and they seem to get into it 
after the milking. Immediately after milk- 
ing there are from fifty to 100 bacteria in 
each square centimeter of milk. But 
some time afterwards the same milk 
will contain from 100,000 to 300. 
000 bacteria in the same space. 
dangerous bacteria in milk come from tuber- 
culosis, mastitis, and the foot and mouth dis- 
ease. We woula search for them if we had 
the requisite force. It takes a whole morning 
to look for tuberculosis bacteria in one sumple 
of milk. Another difficulty about it is the 
milk we get is the mixed milk of a whole 
herd, and therefore the bacteria found in it 
could not be traced to any particular animal.“

Eton collars are far cooler 
than stand-up collars and look fresher after a 
hard day’s tramp. During cold weather a 
flannel shirt will be found more comfortable 
than a cotton shirt and waistcoat and it can 
be worn either with a flannel collar to match 
or with one of white linen. Though rarely 
worn while shootmg a sailor straw hatisa 
better protection from sun or rain than the 
usual deerstalker cap. 

As extra wraps, an overcoat and waterproof 
suit are useful; indeed, the latter is almost as 
essential for fishing, when hours may be spent 
on the river bank in thick rain, with perhaps 
the prospect of a long drive home afterwards. 
A waterproof suit consists of a loose double- 
breasted coat, reaching to the knees, and a 
skirt which buttons all the way down one side 
and fastens at the waist by a buckie and strap, 
which allows of alterations in size. The side 
pockets of coat should be large enough 
for cartridges, and under the flap of the smal! 
ticket ket a buttonhole should be worked, 
through which the watchchain can be secured.

In India and China the w of a bird 
said to have suggested the fan. The fan of 
the high priest of Isis was in the form of a 
half circle, made of feathers of different 
lengths. Fans of the same shape and ma- 
terial were carried by the Egyptians in their 
triumphal processions. We are told that the 
Sibyls were in the habit of fanning themselves 
as they delivered their oracles, and that, in 
the East, the fan played an important part in 
certain religious ceremonies, Such is the 
case in Spain at the present day; at least, as 
late as 1861, a tourist wrote the following 
about the use of the fan in church: 

Though not understanding the service, I 
could guess the nature of it at any particular 
time by the way in which the fans were wav- 
ing. The difference between a litany and a 
thanksgiving was unmistakable; the minuter 
shades of devotion were also discernible.“ 

The author of Etudes Asidtiques in- 
forms us that the fan was used in some singu- 
lar ways. The rich placed upon it the alms 
which they gave to the poor; the great re- 
ceived upon it the delicacies offered to the m; 
it was lowered before superiors asa mark of 
deference; the schoolmaster punished his 
pupil with it, or presente. him with it as a re- 
ward; a fan placed upon a plate of a particu- 
lar form announced to the criminal of a noted 
family his sentence, and it was at the moment 
when he reachea out his hand to receive the 
fatal present that the executioner was to ac- 
complish his work. 

Catherine de Medicis introduced the fan 
into France, and in the palmy days of the 
French court there was.a profligate extrava- 
gance in fans. Queen Elizabeth of England 
carried a fan when in full dress, and during 
the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries fans 
were used by gentlemen. There was held in 
1871, under the patronage of Queen Victoria, 
a gompetitive exhibition of fans at the South 
Kensington Museum. The exhibition includ- 
ed fans from almost every country, together 
with every 3 and public collection of 
any note. Queen herself received the 
highest premium, $2,000, dmong her collec- 
tion being the fan which once beloagod to 
Marie Antoinette. 

Fan flirtations came into vogue more than 
a century ago, certain movements indicating 
love, disdain, anger, and other emotions. 


Gay, in enumerating the accomplishments of 


Flavia, says: 
In other hands, the fan would prove 
An engine of small force in love. 

A poet of the same period refers to the 
practice in the following: 

They flirt their fans in sundry ways, 
To show they 12 delays. 

Or that they're piqued, or find offense, 
However much your show of sense. 

In the eighteenth century English gentle- 
men selected their partners for the dance by 
drawing a fan from a promiscuous number 
tossed into a hat. The fans of the ladies, for 
this reason, were closely observed in advance, 
as each fan had its peculiarity. In the same 
century the fan was held up to shield the face 
when anything impolite was said or done. 
Pope makes allusion to the discontinuance 
of the fashion: 

The modest fan was lifted up no more, 
And virgins smiled at what they blushed before. 

The oldest religious fan dates back to 
the sixth century. It belonged to Queen The 
odelinda, a ** saintly Princess, who also pos- 
sessed a nail of the holy cross which was ham- 
mered and set in the interior of the iron 
crown of the Kings of Italy. The fan is 
made of leather, gilaed and ornamented with 
pearis and rubies, traced with a Latin inscrip- 
tion now illegible, but supposed to be a 
prayer. The handle is of engraved gold in- 
laid with gems. It is a fan that can be folded 
and is preserved in the castle of Monza, near 
Milan, where itis shown to tourists. Ona 
certain day of the year the girls from the 
country go to Monza in pilgrimage for the 
purpose of touching the fan, under the super- 
stition that a fortunate marriage will follow. 

In 1827 a blow given witn a fan by the 
Dey of Algiers to the French Consul led to 
the war which ended in making a French col- 
ony of that region. Fans are extensively 
manufactured in England, France, and Bel- 
gium. Whole villages in Picardy are em- 
ployed in the industry. The lacquered fans 
made in China are superior to any other fans 
of the kind. Cheap fans are manufactured in 
Canton as low as two certs a dozen. The 
total value of the fans annually manufactured 
in the world exceeds $700,000. 


Not Easy to Entertain Royalty.

When the Princess of 
Wales accepted Lady Dudley’s invitation to her 
dance’ last week she atipgiated that only 150 
people were to be asked.
